he ancient fortress town of Asolo, Italy, and the coastal city of 
; S Florida, represent a bridge of centuries in history, tradi- 
tion, and culture. The bridge has been spanned in part by a diminutive 
18th-century theater built in a queen's honor and recently installed 
in the John and Mable Ringling Museum of Art. The queen was Caterina 
Cornaro, a dethroned ruler of Cyprus who reigned in the town of Asolo 
in the 15th century. Patroness of the Arts (she is "Kate the Queen” 
in Robert Browning's "Pippa Passes"), Caterina was exiled to Asolo 
where she established a court known for its intellectual enthusiasm 
and aristocratic aspiration. The little theater, built in 1798, embodies 
much of the artistic feeling of Caterina's court. Three^tiers of boxes 
rise on a view of the stage with its 22-foot proscenium arch. The au- 
dience enters through a curtained doorway below the royal box into 
an auditorium lighted by a glittering chandelier which points up the 
painted, carved, and gilded ornaments. When the theater was erected 
in Asolo, it was placed inside a large hall in the castle adjoining the 
bell tower. There it remained until 1930 when it was taken in sections 
from Asolo's castle and stored in Venice. In 1950 it was bought by the 
State of Florida and incorporated into the Ringling Museum of Art 
at Sarasota. For its incarnation on this side of the Atlantic, meticu- 
lous care has been taken to retain the authentic look of the miniature 
opera house. At its official opening. the curtain rose on two operas writ- 
ten in the 18th century—Mozart's comic pastoral, Bastien et Bastienne, 
and Pergolesi's opera buffa in two acts, La Serva Padrona. The theater, 


which seats about 200, serves as a setting for plays, concerts, recitals, 


lectures, and motion pictures which the Museum presents to the public. 


The castle of Asolo once housed the Italian theater built in Caterina's 


memory. Situated to the north of Venice, Asolo became the Queen's 
domain when she was forced to abdicate the Throne of Cyprus. During 


her reign, this historic little town was a center of great artistic activity. 
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Proscenium view of the Asolo theater is framed by rococo tiers of 


boxes, geometric lines of benches in the pit. Lowest boxes flank the

W hen Juan Ponce de León landed on the 
Florida coast in 1513, he found Indian in- 
habitants who worshipped the sun. Today, 439 
years and several real-estate booms later, people 
are still worshipping the sun in Florida. The 
ceremonies are different, the cabaiia has replaced 
the earth mound, but the sun is the constant, the 
motivation for one of the largest annual migra- 
tions of all time, the reason that millions of 
Americans pour into the peninsular state 
each winter, arriving by car, plane, trailer, train, 
yacht and bus. 

The sun and the waters of the Gulf Stream 
that curve closer to the land there than at 
any other section of our Eastern shore, bring 
ideal fishing, bathing, and (for the most part) 
weather. This is Florida's magnetic combina- 
tion. This is what draws fishing folk such 
as Ernest Hemingway to Key West, the fashion- 
able to Palm Beach and Hobe Sound, the enter- 
tainment world to Miami Beach, the New York 
Yankees to St. Petersburg, and, one presumes, 


the black and white warbler to the Everglades. 


The Florida-bound traveler who envisions 
a stationary vacation will probably migrate to 
the Gold Coast, the 100-mile stretch of beach 
extending from Jupiter Island at the north to 
Miami Beach, near the southern tip of the main- 
land. The mobile-minded may work his way by 
car down the Gulf Coast route to Tampa. St. 
Sarasota, Fort Myer:

or down the Atlantic coast to Jacksonville, St. 
Augustine, Daytona Beach, Palm Beach, Delray. 
Fort Lauderdale, and Miami. From Miami he 
might visit Everglades National Park; from 
Palm Beach he might detour inland to discover 
the hidden winter-vegetable kingdom on the 
muck lands along the southern shore of Lake 
Okeechobee; further north he may swing inland 
vy way of Orlando, through the great citrus 
groves of the hilly lake region and the straw- 
verry country around Plant City, then up to 
Ocala where he can look through glass-bottom 
»oats at water life in the depths of crystal-clear 
springs. The following, in brief, is what he, or 
you, may expect to see: 

AT TAMPA: One of the West Coast's foremost

burg Yacht Club; the Sunken Gardens where 
flowers bloom the year-round; the Florida Wild 
Animal and Reptile Ranch; the spring training 
grounds of the St. Louis Cardinals and the New 
York Yankees. 

ar sarasota: A clean-swept resort city with 
wide thoroughfares and palm-shaded parks; per- 
manent awnings over many downtown sidewalks;

A a safe, conservative estimate, 150,000 Ameri- 
cans are engaged today in an unprecedented 


experiment with musical history. Thanks to these 
enthusiasts, the manufacture of recorders has be- 
come a solid, respectable business, while the pub- 
lication of music for that instrument has attained 
the status of a major industry. Devotees of this easy, 
sweet-toned flute—amateurs all, with a few single 
exceptions to be noted later—meet once a month 
under the aegis of the American Recorder Society 
in New York, once a week at the headquarters of the 
Recorder Guild of San Francisco, and with equal 
regularity and persistence at innumerable centers 
in between. The writer has heard and played the 
recorder in the homes of Harvard professors, Chi- 
cago doctors, and officials of the Federal Security 
Agency in Fairfax County, Virginia. Lawyers, 
chemists, children, and generals are listed among 
its cohorts, and the end is nowhere in sight. Yet all 
this is a development of the last quarter-century and 
especially of the last 10 years; the recorder was re- 
vived for the modern world at Arnold Dolmetsch’s 
Haslemere Festival in Surrey, England, in the sum- 
mer of 1926. , 

Victorian sentiment had something to do with 
this; Dolmetsch's re-establishment of old instru- 
ments—first the lute, harpsichord, and viol, and 
finally the recorder—was the last, most important, 
and most far-reaching manifestation of English 
Pre-Raphaelitism, with its rose-colored, unstable 
nostalgia for the purity of bygone times. If Wanda 
Landowska and Ralph Kirkpatrick have made the 
harpsichord as familiar as the piano, if societies of 
old stringed instruments today have a regular place 
on our concert schedules, and editions of the French 
17th-century composer, Marin Marais, are now as 
easily come by as editions of Chopin or Brahms, 
you may thank the late Mr. Dolmetsch, his work- 
shop, and his annual festivals of old music at 
Haslemere. There is, however, a profound distinc- 
tion between Dolmetsch’s revival of the recorder 
and his revival of all the other instruments he 
brought back to life. 

The harpsichord, lute, and viol are instruments 
for specialists; they are not manufactured whole- 
sale and displayed in quantity in the windows of 
music shops. The recorder, on the other hand, has 
always been an amateur’s instrument, at least in 
English usage. It is the only legitimate melody- 
instrument in existence on which one does not have 
to learn the art of tone production. You blow into 
it and it speaks, and even its tricky lower notes can 
be quickly. mastered; its fingering is not compli- 
cated, and within a very short time anyone can play 
it passably. Furthermore, it is not expensive; a 
good soprano can be bought for eight dollars and 


The recorder revival 


150,000 amateur musicians in America 


are playing the modern version of Chaucer’ s “floyte.” 


Alfred Frankenstein, music critic for 


the San Francisco Chronicle, tells you why 


a bad one for a little less. Finally, the recorder 
stands in a great tradition newly conjured from the 
past for us to explore. 

Samuel Pepys adored the recorder and gabbled 
about it constantly in his Diary. Shakespeare con- 
structed a scene of Hamlet around it, and it was, in 
all probability, the “floyte” so often played by 
Chaucer’s pilgrims on the road to Canterbury. 
Henry VIII owned 76 recorders, some of them 
tipped with gold and ivory and all listed with pride- 
ful care in the inventory of his wardrobe. Other 
details about the history of the instrument are set 
forth in a marvelous, cranky, rambling book, called 
Six Lectures on the Recorder, published in 1911 by 
Christopher Welch, M.A., of Oxford. Traces of 
Welch as thick as the fingerprints of an amateur 
burglar can be found in every recent manual. article, 
and catalogue dealing with the recorder. What is 
more important, Welch’s donnish scholarship has 
much to do with the modern love of the English 
Flute in university circles. Yet there are stirrings 
of an anti-Welch movement among some contem- 
porary recorderists, because you will not find the 
names of Bach and Telemann on any of that 
author’s 467 pages. 

For Welch, the recorder is the instrument of 
the dilettante: the old collections which he empha- 
sized bear titles like The Genteel Companion, and 
he ignores the fact that the recorder was once a 
major virtuoso medium. So did Solmetsch and his 
followers, and it remained for the Germans, taking 
up the instrument after Haslemere, to discover that 
the flutes demanded by Bach in his cantatas and in 
such instrumental works as the second and fourth 
Brandenburg concertos were actually recorders, 
as were the flutes of Telemann and many other 
neglected masters of (Continued on page 289)

On the next six pages we show greenhouses 


that are adaptable to every size property and pocketbook 


A green link to good living 


Author Jean Hersey grows herbs for salads, 


orchids for beauty, entertains at tea 


in her Connecticut kitchen-greenhouse 


W. live in a garden winter and sum- 
mer, for we have a greenhouse in the 
center of everything, as basic a part of 
our house plan as the living room, bed- 
room, or bath. *A house must fit the 
people who live in it," said Dan Cooper, 
our architect, bending over his first rough 
sketch of our new house in Connecticut. 
"You and Bob like to grow things, and 
Jean, you're a cook, so why not have a 
kitchen-greenhouse?" Deftly his pencil 
connected the two with a dining area and 
a Franklin stove between. “The kitchen 
will be not only useful, but beautiful. The 
greenhouse will be not only beautiful but 
useful with herbs and such. A perfect 
blend. And at the same time essentially 
yours." So that was the start. Last August 
we moved in. The real excitement of 
course lies in having the greenhouse so 
intimately close. With its large double 
doors wide open to let in the fragrance, 
we actually do live in a garden. Mingling 
with the smell of fresh baked bread is 
the scent of gardenias and geraniums. A 
Tew steps from the stove, I can pick fresh 
chives for the soup, lettuce and basil for 
the salad, strawberries for dessert, or an 
orchid for one of our two sons to take 
to his very important date. The advan- 
tage of every greenhouse. whether it is 


built independently of your house, or is 


attached to your living room, kitchen, 
or garage, is to open up a fascinating 
new world of plant life under glass. From 
one such small extra room you can sup- 
ply fragrance and color enough to deco- 
rale your house winter and summer. 
Sometimes we breakfast in our green- 
house, where an ele&ffic plug enables us 
to cook our special Alaskan sourdough 
griddle cakes and coffee. Another day we 
have tea there, beneath the hanging moss 
with the scent of our lily-of-the-valley 
orchid over my left shoulder, and the 
dignified old staghorn fern standing 
guard above. And just there among the 
leaves, is that a yellow blossom? No, 
that's Marco, the gold-and-white striped 
tree snail I found near the town of Marco 
in the Florida Everglades. Now, wander- 
ing up the branch of a gumbo limbo 
tree, brought from Florida to make him 
feel at home, he sends out two pointed 
feelers towards an item of interest. When 
thoroughly relaxed, he lets his feelers 
flop down like donkey ears. And when 
bored he absorbs these same feelers right 
back into his dark gray body until there 
is no sign of them at all. Marco dines on 
mold, and finds plenty in the green- 
house where he wanders, giddy and col- 
orful, among 75 assorted varieties of 


orchids. Most (Cont'd on next page)

of them inhabit crate-like baskets or 
grow on bark, and many hang in the 
air. This way they need watering oftener, 
but why not, they look so much more 
attractive. that way. There's seldom 
a week some orchid isn't flowering, and 
usually we have several in bloom at once. 
Most of the bench space beneath them is 
filled with vermiculite, a clean crumbly 
gold substance that holds moisture and 
helps maintain humidity. Practically 
while you wait, vermiculile roots any 
cutting shoved down into it. A fuchsia 
plant we made from a cutting last October 
bloomed this January 15th. Among our 
favorite orchids are Miltonias, Cattleyas, 
Laelias, Epidendrums, never forgetting 
Mystacidium, the tiniest of all, with its 
fingernail-size, pure white blossom. We 
also like the great Sprays of Butterfly 
Oncidiums, and the Lady Slipper Cypri- 
pediums, both of whose flowers last two 
months or more on the plants. Among 
these tropical aristoerats a sea onion 
trails green streamers and lifts strange 
twisting white flowers. Heavenly Blue 
morning glories leaf out among over- 
head wires to partially shade the orchids. 
In addition to flowers in the greenhouse 
we raise herbs: parsley, basil, rosemary, 
chives, lettuce. The greenhouse con- 
tributes substantially to each salad. Our 
strawberry jar is a delight. What special 
flavor those small wild berries lend to 
fruit desserts. In the morning I spray 
clear water about, while the sun shines 
in through the greenhouse panes. Gradu- 
ally there rises the smell, the feel of 
things growing, and soon a pleasant 
tropical languor creeps through me. No 
one who steps inside this little indoor 
tropical garden can feel rushed. frantic, 
or irritated. After a moment of breathing 
in the warm wet fragrances, a sense of 
peace and ease steals over you. Linger 
among the greenery while overhead great 
rolling white clouds race through a pale 
blue winter sky, Well, whatever you may 
have been thinking previously, life isn’t 


a bad business, really. In our house are 


seven silent slaves, of which one inhabits 
the greenhouse: the automatic vent 
opener. When the temperature reaches 
70°, with a cheerful little rumble the top 
vents slide up. Though outside it may 
be below freezing, the sun in the green- 
house would send the thermometer up 
to 100. Slave Number 1 makes it possible 
to go away for a day or two and know 
that all will be well. On sunny days the 
vent automatically opens about 10 in the 
morning and closes about four, keeping 
the air fresh and buoyant. 

The charms of our kitchen are as 
numerous as our greenhouse. It is a 
warm inviting room with rich golden- 
brown pine walls, cabinets treated with 
beeswax and turpentine, and gay red 
countertops. We greatly enjoy the whirl- 
ing corner cupboard built like a three- 
tiered lazy Susan and which, when not 
in use, retreats out of sight behind its 
private door in a snaillike manner. 
Equally delightful is our maple chopping 
board built into the countertop; the dis- 
appearing garbage can that hides beneath 
the sink: the stove alarm that tells me 
things about what I’m cooking with a 


sort of whirring buzz, a sound neither 
harsh nor grating; the sort of two-story 
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tea cart on wheels which doubles as a 
kitchen table or a means of conveying 
a whole meal to wherever we may want 
to eat it—in front of Benny Franklin (the 
stove), on the porch, terrace, or in the 
greenhouse. Another favorite item is our 
Swedish glass canister cabinet built into 
the wall, composed of rows of neatly fitted 
glass scoops and wide-necked bottles. 
Here, visible through glass, are rice and 
raisins, oatmeal and barley, and all the 
groceries that, in half-opened cardboard 
boxes, used to clutter up the cupboards. 
I also like the odds and ends that hang 
over the kitchen sink, the soup herbs, 
bottled essence of mint, stick cinnamon, 
the cluster of bright red dried peppers, a 
string of dried figs, a ripening cheese, 
sage for stuffing. 

In this, the kitchen-laundry unit, our 
other six slaves function. Number 2 is our 
freezer. My mother, envisioning the evils 
of ptomaine, still eyes doubtfully the 
peaches put down in September that I 
serve her in January, and the slices of 
Christmas turkey I produce at Easter. 
We also are alittle amazed at these things. 
Actually, the possibilities of a freezer are 
unlimited, and I have barely scratched 
the surface. This large white cabinet 
seems to me a miracle of the modern kit- 
chen era. We're all getting used to the fact 
that it preserves meats, garden vegetables, 
fruits. etc. for months. But it does so much 
more. Our friend, Grace, who visits us at 
Christmastime when the young are home 
with friends from school and college, 
bakes cookies, pies, cakes, which we 
freeze and are still eating the following 
spring. Cookies don’t even have to be 
thawed. Crisp and direct from the snowy 
depths, they are as ambrosial as when 
fresh from the oven. 

When I cook rice for dinner, it is 
easy to spill double the amount in the 
saucepan. After we've had all we want, 
the rest goes into a neat little Cellophane 
bag which I seal by a quick press on a 
warm electric stove coil, and pack into 


the freezer. This (Contd on page 302)

Its easy to build your own greenhouse if you assemble 


materials, have glass pre-cut to size and shape 


Wi size greenhouse should you buy ? 
The answer to this question depends 
upon what kind of plants you intend to 
grow and how much time you can give 
to them. It is easier to raise a collection 
of plants with the same growing require- 
ments than groups with varying needs. 

A small greenhouse will maintain 
any one of three climates; cool, 40-50? : 
temperate, 50-60°; hothouse. 60-70°. 
Two climates can be successfully main- 
tained in a large greenhouse if it is fitted 
with a glass partition to separate hot- 
house from temperate, or cool house 
from temperate. 

It would be a mistake to select a 
greenhouse too large for you to com- 
fortably care for alone, if there are 
periods when you will have no outside 
assistance. On the other hand, if you 
choose too small a greenhouse, your en- 
thusiasm for under-glass gardening may 
soon outstrip its facilities. 

A lean-to, or an attached greenhouse 
entered from living room, kitchen, or 
garage, adds an exciting extra room to 
your house, makes a pleasing view from 
adjoining rooms. Either one can be 
heated, with separate thermostatic con- 
trol, from the house heating system. 

A lean-to (see picture on page 241), 
7%' wide, 16'-17' long. is a manageable 
size if you can give it but an hour a day. 
An attached greenhouse (such as the 
porch type, page 239) exposes more glass 
to sunshine, is built independently from 
the house, then flashed to it. 

The advantages of a detached green- 
house are that a greater amount of glass 
is exposed to sunlight and, if it becomes 
desirable, it is easier to add an extension. 
Your greenhouse manufacturer can ad- 
vise you as to the type and size of auto- 
matic heating to select, where to install it.

GREENHOUS 


The best location for your greenhouse 
is where it will get full winter sunlight 
and protection from prevailing winds. 
If possible, the greenhouse should run 
north to south, as this arrangement will 
give maximum sunlight during winter 
months; but if the prevailing winds 
your locality are from the north or south.

house from east to west, to prevent sudden 
strong gusts from blowing through when 
the ventilators or door are opened.

It takes a good part of the United States 
to supply today's housewife with ducks, 
chickens, and turkeys, because, as every- 
one knows, the best fowl depend on the 
seasons as well as the seasonings. Consider 
the humble chicken for example. The best 
of them come from the farms around 
Schroon Lake, in the Adirondacks. They 
are wire-mesh-raised broilers, hens, and 
capons; and their great virtue is a pre- 
dominance of white meat, sweet and ten- 
der, in their well-fleshed bodies. No one 
disputes the pre-eminence of the ducklings 
raised on the farms of Long Island. The 
best size of duck is one weighing about 
five-and-a-half pounds when the weight is 
not due to excess fat at the expense of meat. 
Guinea hens, no matter where their home 
may be, should be selected solely by the 
color of the meat; ifit looks bluish, the 
hen is usually tough. Wisconsin produces 
select geese which are stall-fed, a special 
process well known to the German- 
Scandinavian population of that rich state. 
The liver from these geese, for which there 
is no equal, is excellent for homemade 
páté de foie gras. As for game birds, do- 
mestic partridge is better than the Eng- 
lish variety and is much more in demand 
by American gourmets. Here are 21 
appetizing recipes which you can try as 


the seasons progress. 


BREAST OF CAPON, MAI ROSE 


2 small slices 1 tsp. chopped shallots 


Virginia ham 3 fresh mushroom caps 
2 capon breasts 1⁄4 c. May wine 
Yo c, light cream 


1 egg yolk, beaten 


1 tsp. salt 
A little pepper 


3 tbsps. flour 1 ripe tomato, peeled

Stir slowly after each addi- 
tion. Add beaten yolk. Squeeze juice from 
tomato; chop and add. Stir and cook 1 
minute. Pour over chicken and ham and

The spaghetti fork hanging 
beside her window is especially designed to plunge 
into deep pots of boiling water without burning 
the hands of the cook, Anyone who relishes spa- 
ghetti will appreciate the way this fork splays out, 
the easy balance of its hollow handle.

Nobody questions the pra 
plastics which shun mildew at a beach- 
house or shed the sticky residue of a 
lollipop without a trace. You've learned 
in the bathroom and the kitchen that cer- 
tain plastic fabrics won't stain, crack, 
shrink, or fray, won’t allow liquids to 
soak through, and will weather a lot of 
wear. Now you can have plastics in excit- 
ing new designs, in dozens of new colors, 
in dimensional textures so fresh you'll 
want to use them in every room of the 
house. The new patterns, as handsome as 
silk-screened prints, will inspire you to use 
every bit of your decorating ingenuity. 
There are tweeds and hound’s-tooth 


checks, candy stripes and tartan plaids, 


molded wood textures, rough bouclés 
basketweaves, tortoise shell with a three- 
dimensional look. For children's rooms 
there are Golden Book designs, ABC 


blocks in stitchless quilted plastic fabrics. 


Some fabrics, excellent for upholstering, 
are molded on cloth backs to make them 
easier for amateurs to apply. Some are 
gauzy and supple, mat finished or glossy, 
in soft or bold colors. Some patterns come 
in two weights. a heavy one to glue to the 


wall, a lighter one for matching draperies. 


How to use plastic fabrics 


On these pages, House & GARDEN starts 
you off with a few ideas by designer 
Edmund Motyka to show you how im- 
aginatively you can use the new plastic 
fabrics. We turned a second-hand filing 
cabinet into an attractive, efficient living- 
room chest for storing your long-playing 
records. In an old, all-white bathroom, 


we covered all the walls and matched 


the shower curtains with a colorful print, 
hanging tiers of gauzy white plastic at 
the window. We lined a linen closet in 
an eye-catching geometric print and con- 
trasted it with a solid color plastic fab- 
ric. We brightened the dark corner of 
a hall with a shogi screen, lighted from 
the back and paneled in translucent plas- 
tic. You might use plastic fabric to re- 
cover an old card table and to protect the 
tops of work and hobby tables, to make 
dust ruffles that will never need ironing, 
or line a baby’s bassinet with pastel 


plastic, inside and out, for the nursery. 


How to handle plastic fabrics 


You can cut, sew, glue, and hang plastic 
fabrics. When you cut, use heavy shears 
or a single-edged razor blade against a 
straight piece of steel. Round all corners 
rather than cut sharp angles to make sure 
the plastic doesn't tear. When you cut 
to a pattern, hold the pattern in place with 
a weight instead of pins; clip pieces to- 
gether with paper clips. Mark with pencil 
or chalk and wipe off the marks when 
you've finished. Sew with long stitches— 
six or seven to the inch—using a fine 
needle, mercerized or nylon thread. Run 
your machine slowly and prevent stick- 
ing by using tissue paper underneath and 
a dusting of taleum on top. Almost any 
glue will paste plastic to itself, to wood, 
metal, or plaster. To be safe, test your 
glue to make certain it will hold properly 
without staining or shrinking.

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HOUSE OF IDEAS, CHAPTER 2 


How to raise a loan to build a house 


FLASH: As we go to press, it is re- 
ported that 4,000 visitors swarmed 
through H&G's 1953 House of Ideas in 
Winnetka, Ill, on the day we opened 
its doors. In our October issue we de- 
scribed the design and plan of the 
house; this month we discuss the 
problem of financing: in December 
we'll tell you the landscaping story; 
in January we plan to devote the 


major part of the issue to a full in- 


side, outside coverage of this news- 
making house designed by architect 
George W. W. Brewster, and deco- 
rated by Melanie Kahane. 


This menth we're dealing with cold cash 
and borrowed money, with interest rates 
and insurance premiums, with how to 
swing the finances for a new house. How 
expensive a house can you afford? How 
much is the required down payment? 
Is it wise to tie yourself to a 20-year 
mortgage? How do you go about getting 
a loan? What kind of loan? 

These questions are harder to an- 
swer than those about the kind of house 
you want. The chances are that you have 
a scrapbook full of wonderful plans and 
ideas, but only a few scraps of informa- 
tion about the new home-finance rules. 
Most of us are in virgin territory when 
it comes to finding our way around gov- 
ernment regulations, credit rating re- 
quirements, and the various kinds of 
mortgage loans available. 

We are sure of two things: (1) A 
typical family—even typical of the “upper 
middle brackets"—does not have enough 
money on hand to go out and pay cash 
to buy or build a house, certainly not 
when they are young and raising a family. 
(2) The melodramatic idea of “the man 
with the mortgage" as a black-hearted 
villain is a thing of the past. Unlike a suit 
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This month we put ourselves in the financial position of the family 


for whom H&G’s 1953 House of Ideas was designed. Here is what we learned 


about ways and means of budgeting an income for a new house 


of clothes, a house is a long-term invest- 
ment, and a mortgage loan an eminently 
respectable and economically-sound means 
of financing it. As forthe lender—that man 
with the mortgage—he may well turn out 
to be your best friend and soundest adviser. 

And we are certain of other dollars- 
and-cents angles. For example, taxes and 
interest paid on the mortgage are de- 
ductible from your income taxes; if you 
are in a high tax bracket, this may be a 
real saving. Also, a house is a hedge 
against inflation—as prices rise, so does 
the value of your house. And while it is 
true that when you pay $10,000 down 
on a house you give up the 6 or 7% yield 
you might get from stocks or bonds, a 
good house is still a good investment—in 
terms of finance as well as in terms of 
good living. 

But perhaps, like most families, 
you have talked out all the financial ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, and con- 
cluded that home ownership is for you. 
In this case you're anxious to get started 
and actually sit before a hearth of your 
very own. You want the how-to facts. 


How much cash does it take? 


The government has removed Regulation 
X and lowered down payment require- 
ments on FHA and VA loans. New FHA 
minimums are $1,250 down on a $10,000 
house; $3,000 on a $15,000 house: $6,000 
on a $20,000 house. Maximum amount 
which FHA will insure is $14,000. A: 

quires no down payment on houses under 


| re- 


$7,000; 4% on houses between $7,000 and 
$8,400; 5% on houses over $8,400. 

It is up to you to find a lender to 
advance the mortgage money. Also, con- 
ventional mortgage loans are still sub- 
ject to basic state and Federal laws, 
and most banks and building and loan 
require 


associations will continue to 


substantial (usually 14) down payments. 


How big a mortgage can you carry? 


It takes considerable soul-searching to 
decide how much you can afford to spend 
for your home. Some people lean more 
to house-warming parties than they do to 
housing; they'd rather spend less on a 
house and more on good food and drink. 
Some want the house of their dreams 
even if it means driving a beaten-up jalopy 
and vacationing in their own back yard. 
Others prefer to wait until they can have 
the house plus membership in the local 
country club and private school for the 
children. One husband will cheerfully cut 
the grass and shovel the snow himself; 
another will have no part of such homely 
chores—which add up to a lot of money 
over a year's time. Ask yourself how you 
feel about such questions, and be sure you 
give honest answers. 

Then face the cold facts of mortgage 
payments. How much these payments come 
to depends on the amount of the mort- 
gage loan, the interest rate, and the num- 
ber of years over which it is to be paid 
off. (See complete chart opposite.) For ex- 
ample, $950 a year will pay off a $12,000 


mortgage in 20 years at 5% interest. 
Or, $1,980 will pay off a mortgage of 
about $25,000 on the same terms. Which 
amount fits your budget—$950 or $1,980? 


What about extras? 


There is also the “small extras” pitfall. 
Let us suppose that you are now pay- 
ing $150 a month apartment rent. There- 
Íore, you reason that mortgage payments 
of say $142.50 a month should be pure 
and unadulterated joy. But even if that 
sum is a "package deal" which includes 
taxes and insurance, what about gas and 
light and fuel? What about the purchase 
of such things as a lawn mower and a 
step ladder? Will you be able to resist 
laying out more than you should for 
trees and shrubs and flowers? Remem- 
ber that such things do not come as 
manna from heaven. 

Just as hidden extras creep into other 
divisions of your budget, so do they in the 
housing division—the major difference 
being that when it comes to housing, the 
sums are larger. Here is a list of what 
you may run into and for which you 
must budget. 

WHEN BUYING A HOUSE: These costs usu- 
ally include appraisal fees, revenue stamps 
and notary fees, fees for recording mort- 
gage and deed to property, legal charges 
Íor examining and transferring title to 
property, pro rata insurance and property 
taxes (portion of taxes and insurance 
already paid by the seller for which you 
must reimburse him), engineer's survey if 
needed to establish property lines. 

BUILDING A HOUSE: In addition to most 
of the costs incident to buying a ready- 
built house, you also will have such costs 
as architect's fee, interest on the loan ad- 


vances (“pay-outs”) paid periodically to 
contractor as work progresses, premiums 
for insurance (fire, theft, hazard, and lia- 
bility), depending on your agreement with 
your contractor. 

FHA INSURED LOANS usually require cer- 
tain additional expenses, such as: first 
year’s mortgage insurance premium (14 
of 1%, further explained later), advance 
payment for first year’s taxes, FHA loan 
examination fee. (Examination fee is paid 
on application for loan, other items paid 
when loan is closed.) 

EXTRA COSTS may include landscaping, 
road and/or driveway, laundry and kitchen 
equipment. These extras must be paid for 
Írom your savings unless they are included 
in the loan. 

PROPERTY TAXES: Find out your rates from 
your local officials or lending agency, and 
be forewarned and take into consideration 
possible future tax increases, 

INSURANCE: Lending agencies require you 
to carry insurance to protect their. mort- 
gage loan; the policy should also provide 
enough insurance to protect your equity 
in the house and its furnishings.

Where do you go for a loan? 


"There are several sources of loans, which 
include commercial and savings banks, 
title and trust companies, mortgage bank- 
ers, insurance companies, and savings or 
building and loan associations. 

The lending agency, to protect its 
funds, must be sure you are a good credit

income, are not overburdened by other 
current and future obligations. The lend- 
ing agency must also be sure that your 
proposed property is adequate security for 
its loan—that the house and lot will retain 
their value for the period of the loan. 
(NoTE: In big cities the lender usually feels 
that his only protection is the value of the 
"merchandise," or house itself. In small 
suburban communities the lender is more 
inclined to take into consideration the 
character and standing of the borrower 
and perhaps of his parents.) 

To get the type of loan which best 
meets your needs as a borrower, you, too, 
must do considerable investigating. It is 
up to you to ask questions and evaluate 
answers, to understand the terms of the 
loan in detail. What are the interest rates? 
Can the loan period be extended at a later 
date? Ts there a pre-payment clause? What 
kind of insurance must be carried? How 
long does it take to get the loan? (FHA- 
and VA-insured loans may take longer 
than others.) And if it is to be a construc- 
tion loan, at what stages of construction 
will the money be advanced? 


What kind of loans are available? 


Of the several types of mortgage loans 
available, one will be most suitable for 
your personal and financial set-up. These 
are generally classified as: 

CONSTANT PAYMENT PLANS: These are sys- 
tematic loan reduction plans under which 
you pay, at regular intervals (usually once 
a month), a fixed amount which includes 
both interest and payment on loan prin- 
cipal. The amount paid at each interval re- 
mains the same during the life of the loan,

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Moisture can be a 


menace in your house 


H ouses, like people, have individual quirks, aches, and 
ailments. Many of the aches and ailments which can 
seriously affect almost any house are the result of exces- 
sive moisture. The mildewed closet, the peeling bathroom 
paint, the stained wallpaper, the leaking window may seem 
minor maladies separately. But a glance at the diagram 

on this page will show you how many parts of the house 
are subject to moisture problems. The danger points extend 
from basement to attic and they exist inside the house as 
well as out. In whole or in part they can add up to consider- 
able discomfort and costly deterioration, 

Outside the house, rain and snow beating at walls, 
windows, and roof can be a cause of year-round moisture 
trouble. So can a poorly drained site. Cures for these con- 
ditions are listed under the illustration on this page. How- 
ever, most homeowners know less about the cause and cure 
of moisture problems inside the house. Due to the way 
our houses have changed many such problems have only 
recently developed. Today we build more compactly, in- 
stall better heating, use insulation to keep heat inside in 
winter, and include more bathrooms and automatic kitchen 
and laundry equipment. All this means that a great deal of 
water vapor or humid air is created and retained inside the 
house. Cooking, bathing, and laundry activities create it; 
and tightly constructed walls, roofs, and windows prevent 
the invisible vapor from flowing outside in winter. The 
result is that this warm air passes into cold exterior walls or 
roof and turns into water. This process is known as conden- 
sation. It is easy to understand that such moisture can be 
harmful to the structure of the (Contd on page 292)

Where excess moisture may occur in your house 


and what to do about it 


A damp basement, water condensing on the walls, a roof leak, water blisters on 
exterior paint are danger signals. This sketch shows where such troubles may 
occur and the cure for them. 1 & 2. Metal flashing (made from copper or alumi- 
num sheets) prevents rain getting in between chimney and roof. It may also be 
applied to the ridge of the roof or at the chimney top. 3. Vents from plumbing 


pipes should be flashed as indicated by dark area on sketch. 4. The juncture 


of dormers and roof (and also the “valleys” where sloping roofs intersect) must 
he well flashed to keep rain out. 5. Unheated space above attic rooms must be 
ventilated. Use louvered openings (above ceiling insulation) in gables as 
shown. 6. Install adequate gutters and downspouts to carry off rain. Keep them 
clean of clogging leaves or dirt. 7. Tops of window frames should be flashed. 
8. Use small metal louvers in walls to admit air, prevent accumulation of mois- 
ture in house framework, Louvers are also used in storm sash to provide ven- 
tilation without opening sash. 9. Slope land away from house for good drainage. 
10. Connect downspouts to dry wells or drains distant from house foundation. 
11. Waterproof outside of basement walls. 12, Provide broken-stone drainage 
around basement walls. 13. Install open drain tile around base of foundation 
to carry off water. 14. Membrane waterproofing (building paper covered with 
hot bituminous coatings) helps keep cellar floor dry. 15. Laundry drier needs 
vent to outdoors. So does heater. 16. Install a de-humidifier to absorb moisture. 
17. Include a floor drain (or sump pump for excessively wet basement). 


18. Wrap cold water pipes to avoid condensation in summer. 19, Cellar window 
areaways need a drain. 20. Ventilate cellar and treat wood in contact with 
ground with preservative. 21. Weatherstrip windows and calk joints between 
windows and walls, 22 & 23.

Gloxinias love rich fibrous soil, 
filled with organic matter and porous,

satisfactory: equal parts garden loam 
and compost or leaf mold, 2 parts sand 
and 2 parts dried manure, with % cup 
bonemeal to a 12-quart pail of this mix- 
ture.

An economical method of starting 


collection of gloxinias is to sow the 


seed in flats and provide th with 
shade, moisture, warmth. Always use 
fresh seed from a reliable source, since 
the rate of germination decreases rapid 
ly after it is a year old. 

The best month for sowing is July 
Plants will often flower six months 
after planting date, but as a rule it re 
quires 10 months to a year. 

Any accepted method of germinat 
ing tiny seeds will be found satisfactory 
This is my favorite method: fill a square 
cake pan or a small seedling flat to 
within one inch of the top with sifted 
soil. Take a three-inch clay pot and 
twist it about until you have a deep 
well in the center of the soil. Place 
pan or flat in a warm, but not hot 
oven and leave for four hours. Remove 
from the heat and fill the well with 


water until all the soil thoroughly 
wet. This method of watering prevents 
the soil from becoming packed. Next 
put the seeds in a pepper shaker and 
ift them over the wet soil; then sprin 
kle with a light dusting of fine sifted 


earth. Cover the pan or flat with a piece 


of glass to fit tightly. Set the pan in a 
unny window, but cover the glass with 
a newspaper. Lift and turn the glass 


over each day to keep the drops of 


moisture that form on the glass from 


dropping on the soil.

CHICKEN FRICASSEE, BERLINER ART 


This elaborate and delicious chick- 
en fricassee, in the style of luxurious 
home dining of Berlin’s pre-war days 
is a Luchow specialty. 


Two 2%4-pound chickens, cleaned and 
disjointed 

4 tablespoons butter 

4 peppercorns 

XM, teaspoon thyme 

2 or 3 bay leaves 

1 leek, sliced fine 

1 small onion, sliced thin 

1 carrot, sliced thin 

1% teaspoons salt 

1 cup dry white wine 

2 cups soup stock or bouillon 

1 pint heavy cream 

1 teaspoon flour 

6 or 8 small pieces cooked lobster 
(lobster claw, says the chef) 

% cup chopped cooked tripe 

1% cup sliced cooked mushrooms 

4 to 6 cups hot cooked rice 


Rinse chickens; drain. Remove bones. 
Melt butter in heavy iron pot or Dutch 
oven and sauté chickens. Add pepper- 
corns, thyme, hay leaves, leek, onion, 
carrot, and salt. Cook chicken until 
golden but not browned. Add wine and 
stock. Cover pan. Bring to a boil, then 
cook over lowered heat 20 minutes, or 
until tender. Remove chicken to a warm 
serving dish. Stir cream into pan and 
cook gently, Mix flour with a little of 
the hot gravy, then stir it into kettle, 
cooking and stirring until mixture is 
the consistency of a fricassee or smooth 
gravy. Strain sauce. Add lobster, tripe, 
and mushrooms. Reheat a moment and 
pour over chicken. Serve with hot rice. 
Serves 6 or more. 


CHICKEN PAPRIKA 
2 young chickens, about 2% pounds 
each 
1 tablespoon salt 
pound butter 
1 large onion, diced 
2 teaspoons paprika 
44 tablespoon flour 
2 cups stock or bouillon 
1 tablespoon heavy cream 
1 cup thick sour cream 
2 tablespoons chopped fresh dill 


Rinse chickens; pat dry. Cut into serv- 
ing pieces; season with salt. Place in 
covered bowl in refrigerator 30 minutes. 
Heat butter in deep pot or Dutch oven 
until light brown. Add onion and cook 
until transparent; stir in paprika. Add 
chicken. Cook slowly until pieces are 
golden, then cover and cook 45 min- 
utes. Sprinkle with flour. Add stock or 
bouillon and heavy cream; stir, cover, 
and let boil 15 minutes.

CHICKEN PAPRIKA 
WITH EGG BARLEY 


This is the favorite Luchow dish 
of George MacManus, whose cartoons 
have made the world a more amusing 
place. 


First, our chef explains, “egg bar- 
ley" is the name of a miniature noodle, 
a tiny fleck of a noodle, about the size 
of a grain of barley. If you can't find 
this type of noodle at your grocer's, 
you can cut homemade noodles very 
fine and get something of the same 
effect in this delicious German-Aus- 
trian dish.

the German Baroque. While the Eng- 

| lish developed the little soprano and 
| sopranino recorders for periwigged 
| gentlemen to carry in the hollowed re- 
| cesses of their beribboned canes, the 
Germans developed the bigger, larger- 
| toned alto recorder to play an equal 
role with the violin and oboe. The trans- 
verse flute, with its more piercing tone 
and wider range, killed it, to be sure, 
but it had its day. 

England and Germany were the 
principal lands of the recorder at its 
historic height, although it was far from 
unknown in France and Italy, and Eng- 
land and Germany have been the princi- 
pal lands of its revival. It struck Ger- 
many in the era of the Youth Movement 
in the late 1920's, and there was a time 
| when no blond Wandervogel would 
|have been found dead without a re- 
corder in his rucksack. Refugees from 
Hiter' Germany helped mightily to 
| establish the instrument in this coun- 
try, and the two main streams of the 
revival—one direct from Haslemere 


German Youth Movement—are clearly 
reflected in the endless recorder litera- 
ture now pouring from presses. 

The revival was not only part of a 
return to old music and old ways of 
making it; it was also part of a reaction 
from the extreme professionalism of 
most contemporary practice. Ít fits in 
with the effort of such modern com- 
posers as Hindemith, Copland, and 
Britten to operas that high 
school students can produce and in- 
strumental works they can play. It is 
part of a general movement to bring 
musice back to simple, natural, unspe- 
cialized social units—the school, the 
dormitory 
music once again an outdoor sport. 

This, of course, has its dangers. 
Merely to blow a recorder is not in it- 


write 


self an angelic action. Home music- 
making can be brought off sloppily, 


without standards, and end up by blunt- 
ing taste instead of refining it; already 
there is much recorder music on the 
market which is just as bad as the 
young ladies’ piano music of the 1890's 
that your grandmother left in the attic 
when she died. But there is much fine 
music—folk tunes, and an immense li- 
brary of works by great composers of 
the past—conscientiously edited by 
able musicians, and this confers upon 
the recorder revival its stature and its 
| virtue, 

| You can start the recorder, if you 
| wish, with a little plastic instrument, 
but this, in time, you will come to re- 
gard precisely as Heifetz would regard 
a plastic violin. You can take off, if you 
desire, by learning Jingle Bells, but you 
will soon graduate to the old English 
reprints, You will try out the five sizes 
of recorder—sopranino, soprano, alto, 
| tenor, and bass—and come at length 
to own a “chest” of them—not so many, 
perhaps as Henry VIII, but covering 
just as wide a range as his. You will 
learn the social pleasure of music-mak- 
ing on an equal footing with others, and 
| you will end by knowing what the poet
